«»ut the length and'lueadth of the land. 

The e\<Klu.s of the best thoroughbred and standard 
bred horses from .America in the last few years has 
alarmtMl army otti<ers to a eoii.siderable i‘.\ieiit. In 
vestigatiou has pioved the vast superiority of G:c 
army mounts in (Reat Britain aud tlie countries of 
eoiitineiital Europe ov)*r the horses lii tin* service of 
the Fnite«l States. J'he thoruuglibriMl establisluuei:ls 
of New YNirk. New Jersey. Pennsylvania, Kentucky. 
Tennessee, A'irginia. .Missojiri. ('alifornia and oth r 
states in the nnioii were in many instances wipe«l 
out when the dinvtors’ iialulity t4ill became effect 
ive if) this stjite September 1, 1919. 

.Men <»f prominence intei’estol in the tlioi'ouglibred 
have submitted Justice .Scud<bT’s interprehttiou of 
the law in this case to eminent lawyers ami tin v 
have been reassured time aud time again timt t'l.' 
decls!<»u of the justi<*e was clear. eorre<*t and wiso. 
That Just let' Sonhler’s decision will be U|>bold in tin- 
At»pellate Division i>* eonsidewed an abs*dute e*-r- 
taiuly by several lawyers tborougiily <onversaut 
with the statutes <*overing this partn-ular ease. 

Paul Shane was arreste»l on Jum- d. 1912, eharge l 
with lMMikmaki)ig at a nn‘«‘tiug of the United limits 
Racing Assia-iatioii at Balmont Park Terminal. He 
was l)old for examination by Justice of tin* Peac' 
Charles F. Git tins of Hem|>stead, L. 1. 

Before Ills ease was called Surrogate .Tidm J. 
Graham, counsel for the ilefendant. obtalin-d a writ 
of habeas e<»r|)iis which was made returnable imme- 
diately before Justi«e Snnlder. Tlie qin*stion was of 
paramount imi>ortunee for the reas,»n tliat it involv' d 
m>t only the directors of the United Hunts Ratting' 
Associati<ui hut also the directors of tlie B<-lunut 
Park Terminal Racing Ass<jciatiuij, tlie owners ami 
lessoi's of the propert.v. 

In trying to get at tiie intent «*f the legislalu.o 
JustiVe Seudd»*r eiteil the Lainbrick esise. in wliieli 
.Justice Cullen interi»reted section 9S«; bohne its 
ameudim-ut as being aimed at pul»lic gambling, pro 
fessional K.imbleis and the maintenance of gambling 
houses, whieli aknu* have bt-en subject to the pen;iJ 
ties of the criminal law. 

Shane was not <*harged witli publii- gambling, but 
it was alleged that he *')Ud privately niake several 
b»‘ts,’' 

Tin- inf(»rmati(»n als<. failed to allege tliat Shane 
was one “who engaged” in making bets — tlie wor ls 
used in the statute -which iin|)orts a <-ouliiiuity of 
practice. Tile court hebl that engaging in iMxtk- 
luaking is betting. Imt ordinary belting on a horse 
race is not a crime. 

“Tlie legislature has n**t majc it a crime to bet 
on horse races and the court is powerless to do so,’’ 
the decision ran. 

As to the personal liability of tlie directors of a 
racing assoei.ition tlie court agree<l with the district 
att<»niey tiiat the iliri'ctors’ liability law requires 
kiiowle«lge of tlie acts constituting tlie crime on the- 
part of the persons accused, and oouclndes: 

“The law' will not iHMiuit the conviction of the 
owner of a race track who has no knowle<lge of the 
fact tliat bookmaking (not ordinary betting) is g'>- 
ing on ui>on hi.s premises.” 

ENGLAND’S THREE-YEAR-OLDS OF 1912. 

.As for the racing during the i>ast y«-ar. it is 
seareely pt»ssil>le to wax enthusiastic alK>nt the per- 
formances of the threc*-year-olds. There can be 
little dcMibt that IVacery was out aud awa.v the 
iK'st of them. Twelve iiiontlts ago tliis son of Il<K*k 
Sand was s<> laidly crip]*led by a mysterious swelling 
on one of his luK-ks that notliing seemed more likely 
than tliat he wonkl nev«-i* take iiurt in a race. The 
gn*atest crcHlit is due to liis trainer. AVatsou. for 
tlie patience and skill he displaycnl in the treatment 
of the “cripple.” Tlie J)<‘rby was the first rac-e in 
whicii Tracery ran. Had it 1 mh*ii possible to “open 
his eyes” in a .snuiller event prior to the Epsom 
meeting, it may l»e taken for granted that he would 
have beaten Tagalie and Jueg(‘r, instead of tiiiish- 
iug lM*hind tliem. The manner in whieh Tracery 
won tlie .St. I>*ger proved liiin to i»e a good horse, 
and if tlic-re ii.ol liet-n a thrcM'-ycar old handit'ap 
framed last nntnnin, we should liave fomnl Tracery 
allotted ten pounds more tlian any of his riva's. 
Tliat being so, the less said about tin* lattc'r the 
better. 

There was a peculiar international “flavor” al>out 
the classic races of 1912. The Two Thousand 
(iiiiiieas vviuner. Sw’c*e|K*r II.. is by the American «ire 
Broomsti<-k. He was. however. foaU*d in France, 
hut .Mailer, an American joeke.v. rode him when he 
w«m ov(*r the Rowley Mile. Tagalie. winner of tlie 
One Thousand Guineas and the Derby, is out of the 
French-bred mare Tagab*. In the Guineas slie was 
ridden l»y tin* Australian Hewitt, and in the Derby 
by John ReilT. an American ilomiciled in France*. 
Mirska. winner of the Oaks, though bivil and trainei! 
in England, belongs to a Frenchman, and was ridd.-n 
b.v Uhilds. an .Aiiglo-Froin-li j<ickoy. 'rraeery Is 
owned l»y an Am<*ri<aii. was bn*d in .America. Is by 
an Eiiglisfi horse? out «»f an English mare, is train«*cl 
in England, and was ridden to victory at Doncaster 
by Bellhonso. who. thongli b»n*n at Bii^ningliani, h.is 
done* all his riding in Eiaiui*. Nev«-r before ii.-is 
tlMM-e bi-c*n so strange a “iiiixtni*<*” as this. What 
would Admiral Rons have had to sa.v alMuit it all". 

In the year that lias just daw'm*d we shall pio},- 
ahly see things more Haltering to our insular pride, 
for 1 take it tliat Irislnnen will allow ns to sliare in 
the satisfaction derivable from the anticipated 
achievem<*iits of Gi-agaiionr and Shogun. tK»th if 
which were bred in the Green Isle, though the 
former went as a foal to the bracing pastures at 
SIcdmere. Those an* two high-class colts, ('ragan- 
our lias. in»h*ed, oul.v to develop on luirmal lines in 
order to rank with famous horses. — London Siiorting 
Life, 

• THE ORIGINAL “DARK HORSE.” 

The political term “dark horse” is lielieved to 
liavc bad its origin in these cireumstaiices : 

In the last century tin-re lived in Tennessee a 
“character” iiam<*d Hynn. an elderly i>erson who 
di*alt in horses. J'lynn generally contrived to own 
a s|M‘<*tly nag or two for raeing purposes if In* could 
arrange for “.i good thing” during his peregrina- 
tions throngliout the state. 

The best of Flynn’s ffiers was a coal lilaek stal- 
lion named Dusky Fete, almost a tlioronghbred and 
aide to go in the bi*si of eompany. One day Flynn 
visifeil a town where a race meeting was in pro- 
gress. He entereil Fete. The i>eople knowing noth- 
ing of tin* liorsc-’s ant«*e«slcnts. ami not ladiig over- 
impressed liy his :ipiH*araiice, Yia<-k<si the local favor- 
ite heavily against tlu* stranger. 

Just as the ln)rs<*s were lieiiig saddled for the 
race, a certain Judge .Mc.Minauiee. wlio was tlie 
■*i>raele’’ of that |»art of the state, arrived on tlie 
conrsi* aud was made one of the race jnd.ges. As lie 
t«H)k ills jilaee on tlie stand In* w’lis told of the foll.v 
of tlie owner of tin* strange entry. Kniiniiig his e.ve 
oV4*r the rai.*e track. t!ie judge instautiv recognized 
Fete. 

“tientleinan.” sahl .McMiiiain4*e, “tln*re’s a dark 
horse in this rare, as you'll soon tiinl out.” 

1I<* was right. Fete, “the dark hors4*.” lav back 
until tin' I hris*-i|uartcr p4)st was reacln'4l, when In- 
went to the front, with a rush and won the 
race. — 8i»! ingtic-ld Republican.
